fiaving a majority of two in the senate, 
the chair announced Unlay that there 
was no election yesterday aud that a 
joint ballot was in order. 
As soon as 
the two bodies met in joint convention 
at noon, their respective journals of 
yesterday were read and tho lieutenant 
governor made the usual official declara­ 
tion. 
If all the senators and representatives 
are recorder! ou the joint ballot today as 
they were recorded on their respective 
ballots, Senator Hanna will have a ma­ 
jority of only one over all. 
But in the 
ibseiicc of Representative Cramer and 
by some of the Democrat® refusing to 
vote for Mayor McKisson, he is likely to 
have a larger majority on record on the 
the journal of the joint convention. 
With the result apparently hanging on 
the change of only one vote, the con­ 
test has continued tho same as it has 
been going on here for the past two 
weeks. 
The seven Republicans who refused to 
vote for Senator Hanna have since 
Hgmd statements that burn the bridges 
behind them. Senut-or Burke, Repre­ 
sentatives Scott, Mason, 
Jones 
and 
Rutan say they will vote for Hanna if 
the Otis charges are proven to be untrue. 
Representatives Otis and Brantley, how­ 
ever, simply signed a codicil to the state­ 
ment of the other five dissenters, in 
which they concur in asking for an in­ 
vestigation, but they state that they will 
not vote for Senator Hanna under any 
circumstances. 
While the bureaus of claims and of 
charges are in full operation on both 
sides as usual, there lire also reports 
about the bribery charges being pre­ 
rented to the grand jury of Hamilton 
county and of Franklin county. The 
grand jurors are in session in both of 
these counties, and there are current re­ 
ports of efforts to secure indictments to­ 
day 
As Representative Otis claims to have 
bee n offered a bribe at Ms home in Cin­ 
cinnati, that case could be brought only 
before the grand jury of 
Hamilton 
county, aud it would be necessary for 
Representative Otis to be there as a wit­ 
ness. If the vote is cast today as it was 
east yesterday, the absence of Mr. Otis 
and others opposed to Hanna would 
have no effect on the result. 
There was talk of filibustering, but 
the opposition could not break a joint 
quorum if all their members should re­ 
main away. 
The other case of alleged bribery 
comes from the other side.

Some of the Hanna men also state that 
at the proper time they will reorganize 
the house*, as the vote of yesterday 
showed that they had a majority of 
three over all in that body. 
The success of Senator Hi n ta was not 
settled until 5 o’clock yesterday morn­ 
ing, when Representative Droste of Cin­ 
cinnati affixed his signature to an agree­ 
ment to support Hanna yesterday and 
today. Tins was the outcome of the 
all-night session of the Hanna managers, 
and after the fusion had agree*! to sup­ 
port Mayor McKisson for the senator­ 
ship instead of Charles Kurtz, as had 
been agreed upon. 
It is claimed that 
several Democrats refused to vote for 
Kurtz because he would not, like Mc­

As this meant to proceed with the b il­ 
lot iii the alienee of Cramer, there was 
a close tight on the motion. The test 
vote result**!: Ayes, 66. nuys, 52, and 
the bouw* dispens'd with the call and 
proceeded to business. 
Great applause 
on the Republican side. 
Representative Kinney rose to a ques­ 
tion of privilege and had mid the 
charges of offers to brits* Representative 
John C. Otis of Hamilton county. He 
offered a resolution that a committee of 
five be appointed at once to investigate 
thew specific charges and any other 
charges of bribery effecting any mem­ 
ber of this house. 
Mr. Ashford moved to amend the reso­ 
lution so that said committee of five 
be empowered to investigate uuy other 
charges or persons in connection with 
the election of United States senator.

A motion was made on the Demo­ 
cratic side to suspend the rules and tx>n- 
sider the Kinney resolution at once. 
This was defeated by the same vote of 
62 ayes and 56 nays when there was 
again applause ou the Republican side. 
The votes were on strict party lines, 
with the exception of Shaker Mason of 
Cuyahoga, Representatives Brander of 
Cuyahoga, .Tones of Stark, Scott of Ful­ 
ton and Otis of Hamilton, who voted 
with the 47 Democratic members.

Crowded into the 
hn.11 were several hundred people, tak­ 
ing up every possible foot of space, and 
yet not a sound could be heard save the 
words of the shaking senator. 
As Senator Burke pronounced the 
name of Mr. McKisson there was a per­ 
fect silence, though some feeling could 
be plainly seen in the faces of the aud­ 
ience. Senator Wolcott of Cleveland 
immediately seconded the nomination of 
Senator Hanna. 
The nomination of 
Mayor McKisson was seconded by Sena­ 
tor Finck. 
Lieutenant Governor Jones then an­ 
nounced that the ballot would be taken 
by the senators rising in their seats and 
naming their choice. 
Two votes were taken, one for the 
short and one for the long term. The 
shoit term was voted for first. 
Senator Burke of Cleveland was the 
only Republican in the senate who did 
not vote for Hanna.

He was thrown 
out of the directory of the Mercantile 
Trust company, according to report, be­ 
cause of the part he played in the Union 
Pac ific deal. 
T h e Union Pacific deal opened George 
Gould’s eyes. 
It behooves him to take 
a more active interest in his millions 
invested iii the Manhattan Elevated 
railroad. It is not to Is* believed that 
George Gould did not know of the 
s t r a i t s into which the property had 
fallen. It has stood stock still for years.

HORSES IN HISTORY. 


SOME OF THE NOBLE STEEDS THAT 
HAVE ACHIEVED FAME. 


CIVIL SERVICE 
DEBATE 
ENDED. 


Not Even 


TIm F oot Footed Friend For W hom rn

ll in hard to say with any Boar ap­ 
proach to accuracy how Ion# tho horso 
baa been a domesticated animal. 
We 
pan only nay that he has boon so from 
time immemorial—that is, from the 
earliest times of which we have any 
record*. The Assyrian sculptures—and 
they are about the most ancient of which 
we know anything, for some of them 
are estimated to date from 4200 B. G.— 
contain more representations of capari­ 
soned horses than even men. Still, we 
do not get any examples of favorite 
horses until a long time after thia 
Even the first examples, indeed, are 
only legendary, for, though there is no 
doubt that Hector of Troy existed, it is 
not improbable that Homer inventer 
the names of his three favorite horses, 
Poderge, the cream colored Galathe and 
the fiery Ethon. But the horse of Alex 
•ader the Great, Bucephalus, is an indi­ 
vidual as historically real as his master. 
This famous horse was, says Plutarch, 
offered to Philip for 18 talents (about 
£2,818), but he displayed so much vi 
dourness that Alexander’s father was 
about to send him away when the 
young prinoo offered to tame him. He 
agreed, in the event of failure, to for­ 
feit the price of the horse and began by 
turning bis head to the san, as he ob­ 
served that the horse was frightened at 
his own shadow. 
In the end he com­ 
pletely tamed him—so completely, in­ 
deed, that Bucephalus, though he would 
permit nobody except Alexander 
to 
mount him, always knelt down for that 
purpose to his master. He died at the 
age of 80, and his master built as his 
mausoleum the city of Buoepbala. 
Readers of Macaulay will remember 
the famous black Auster, the horse of 
Merminins, and the dark gray charger 
of Mamilins, whose sudden appearance 
in the city of Tnscnlnin without his 
master brought the news of the defeat 
of the allies at Lake Regillus. Connect­ 
ed with that battle, too, were the horses 
of the great “ twin brethren, ” Castor 
and Pollux, coal black, with white legs 
and tails. But those are legendary. Not 
so, however, the well known horse of 
Caligula, Incitatus. This animal had a 
stable of marble; his stall was of ivory, 
his clothing of purple and his halters 
stiff with gems. He had a set of golden 
plates and was presented with a palace, 
furniture and slaves complete, in order 
that guests invited in his name should 
be properly entertained. 
His diot was 
the most costly that could be imagined, 
the finest grapes that Asia oould provide j 
being reserved for him. Verne, another 
Roman emperor about a century later, 
treated his horse almost as extravagant­ 
ly. He fed him with raisins and almonds 
with his own hands, and when he died 
erected a statue of gold to him, while 
all the dignitaries of the empire attend 
cd the funeral. 
As we come to later times, so we get 
more examples of favorite horses. Wil­ 
liam the Conqueror had one which he 
rode at the battle of Hastings, about 
which almost everything seems to be 
known except his name. 
Ile was of 
huge size aud was a present from King 
Alfonso of Spain—“ such a gift as a 
prince might give and a prince receive. ” 
This gallant horse, however, did not 
survive the battle, for Gyrtfa, Harold’s 
butcher, “ clove him with a bill, and he 
died.” Richard I ’s horse was (‘ailed 
Maleck, aud was jet black. He bore his 
master through the holy war and ar­ 
rived in England before him. In fact, 
he survived the king several years. The 
second Richard, too, had a favorite 
horse, called Roan Barbary, which was 
supposed to be the finest horse in Europe 
at that time, and it was on Roan Bar­ 
bary that the young king was mounted 
when the incident wherein Wat Tyler 
was stabbed by the mayor of Walworth 
took place. 
About a century later we get the 
Wars of the Roses, and in the many 
battles of that civil disturbance a oou 
pie of horses played important parts. 
These belonged to the great Earl of 
Warwick, the kingmaker. 
His first 
was Maleck, a beautiful gray, which 
he rode at the battle of Towton. It was 
this horse whose death turned the for­ 
tunes of the battle, for Warwick, seeing 
that his men were giving ground, de 
literately sprang from his favorite horse 
and killed him. Then his men knew 
that the kingmaker was prepared to 
conquer, but not to fly. They rallied 
and finally won the battle. 
There were two horses belonging to 
highwaymen which were famous in 
their time One of them belonged to 
the celebrated knight of the road, Paul 
Clifford. He was called Robin and was 
Irish. In color iron gray, he was re- 
pated by judges of horseflesh — aud 
there were some who were quite as com­ 
petent to give an opinion, if not more 
so, as any of the present day—to be ab­ 
solutely without blemish and to be sec­ 
ond to none. 
Another famons horse, or 
rather mare, was Black Bess. Her own­ 
er, Dick Turpin, or, to give him his 
oorrect name, Nicks, committed a rob­ 
bery in London at 4 o’clock in the 
morning, and, fearing discovery, made 
for Gravesend, ferried across the river 
Mid appet**! at \^e bowling green in 
York the same avenin*. * ^ ’-------

business of pensioning the daughters of 
soldiers the pension list will be swelled 
to billions instead of millions of dollars.

The man who secures a po­ 
sition by false promises, promises made 
to be broken; promises made simply to 
secure station, is a broken reed, and 
will not meet the demands of honest 
md honorable men. This city is now 
mn almost wide open, and the citizens 
are determined that the existing state of 
affairs shall not control. East Liverpool 


is now controlled by the m in o r ity —men 
who work in the political field’simply 
lor their own selfish and wicked’aims, 
and not for the good of the city or Jthe 
great majority of the people. 
Every 
true citizen of this city is deeply inter­ 
ested in the coming municipal struggle. 
Men must be elected who will enforce 
the laws controlling the municipality, or 
at least supposed to control it. Men 
who will break an oath like they would 
break a rotten stick, are not fit for any 
position, and should be shunned like a 
viper would be avoided and dreaded, 
flood and true men must '[be’elected, 
and good aud true men mast do battle 
at the polls.

THE CHINESE CRISIS. 


Ll HUNG CHANG’S STATEMENT OF 
HER CASE. 


C laim s I t Is U njust to Oppress H er W h ile 
She Is Struggling; to E m erge From R e­ 
strain ts o f H er A ncient C ivilization. 
C hina W ould K eep H er T erritory Intact. 


According to instructions received 
from The Herald, an interview was re­ 
quested with Ll Hung Chang, inform­ 
ing him that the New York Herald of­ 
fered the publicity of its columns for 
any statement that China desired to 
make to the western world in respect 
to the actual crisis in the east. 
His excellency's views are given here 
with in the following interview, which 
he has approved; 
“ The forcible occupation of Kiao 
Chou by Germany is a direct violation 
of existing treaties and of international 
law. 
“ The pretext made for this act of 
war was the murder of two mission­ 
aries by robbers in the interior of the 
province of ^hangtuug. The Chinese 
government offered immediate aud full 
redress for this outrage—punishment 
of the criminals, dismissal of the local 
officials and large compensation for all 
losses. 
“ Anxious to avoid hostile acts, the 
Chinese troops were withdrawn from 
Kiao Chou when the Germans landed, 
aud in spite of strong public feeling 
prevailing throughout the country for 
the defense of Chinese territory against 
aggression my government has not sent 
re-enforcements to Kiao Chon 
“ Outlaws exist in China, as in all 
countries. Neither treaties, law nor re­ 
ligion can entirely suppress crime any­ 
where in the world, though they con­ 
demn and punish the criminals. 
There 
are places in every country where law­ 
lessness abounds, and to such a place in 
Shangtung the German missionaries de­ 
termined to go, knowing that the in­ 
habitants themselves were often victims 
of these bandits. 
“ Unfortunately China has not yet 
recovered from the effects of the late 
war, and our country requires a period 
of peace to carry out the work of re­ 
form lately begun. 
“ Of late years, from instruction and 
observation, the Chinese have come to 
regard the 
countries of the western 
world as models and even greater in 
justice than in arms. 
“ Is it just to oppress us while we are 
struggling to emerge from the restraints 
of our ancient civilization, while im- 1 
provement and progress steadily con- 
tin we? Should China be distressed by 
Laving her shores invaded and her ter­ 


ritory occupied because of an occurrence 
which western countries would deal 
with by law and not by war—an unex­ 
pected incident, deplored by my govern­ 
ment and followed by full redress? 
“ Our desire is to preserve our terri­ 
tory intact aud to steadily improve it as 
a field open to all countries equally for 
the development of commerce.’’ 
The above interview with Li Hung 
Chang was listened to with close atten­ 
tion by Minister Wu-Ting-Fang, the 
diplomatic representative of China in 
Washington, when it was read to him 
a few’ nights ago at his legation. Minis­ 
ter Wu has always admired the great 
Chinese statesman aud considers his 
words of great weight. In discussing Li 
Hung Chang’s words he said: 
“ If the statements attributed to Li 
Hung Chang are true, then the opinion 
expressed by him is what might be ex­ 
pected from a man of his experience and 
high position. I do not believe there 
will be any complete dismemberment of 
China. I think the controversy between 
Germany and China will be amicably 
settled. ”

lowed in his footsteps as near as he 
could.

We may rest assured th at the young 
grpbau did uot forget the cause of all 
Ais woes, aud that he cherished a life­ 
long feeling of resentm ent tow ard the 
British invader. 
Hut he did not again 
uke the field during the Revolutionary 
war, for Lord Cornwallis surrendered 
rn October of 1781, before he had recov­ 
ered his health, aud hostilities had in a 
measure ceased. 
It was a constant grief to him th at 
he could not discover the last resting 
place of his devoted m other, who w as 
buried in an open plain near Charleston, 
«V6H though, m any years after, he un ­ 
dertook a search for her sacred d u s t 
fate seems to have m arked him as the 
solitary representative of his fam ily in 
America, for uot one rem ained alive, 
aud all signs of their burial places even 
are obliterated. 
Though Charleston w as held by the 
British for 14 m onths after the surren­ 
der of Cornwallis, still the W axhaw 
settlement was com paratively peaceful 
aud the people resumed their in terru p t­ 
ed vocations. 
Andy was in very low 
spirits for many m onths after the death 
uf his mother, the smallpox through 
which she had nursed him being fol­ 
lowed by fever and ague, but his mer- 
i onal temperament bore him through 
these successive shocks, and as he re­ 
covered his health it is said th at he be­ 
loam the liveliest youth in the place. 
On the evacuation of Charleston he 
recoin pained some of the home seeking 
refngees to that city, and plunged into 
wild dissipation. 
The passion for cock­ 
fighting and horse racing, which clung 
to him through life, was thus early de­ 
veloped. Ile drank aud gambled, and it 
is related that he became so reduced as 
to have remaining only the beautiful 
horse which be had ridden to Charles­ 
ton. As a final venture he staked this 
horse against the sum of $200, and won. 
^ith the money thus obtained he has­ 
tened home, sadder and wiser, as he 
himself once said, ‘‘Being successful, I 
had thus new spirits infused into me, 
left the table and from th at m om ent to 
the present time I have never throw n 
thee for a w ager.” He was careful, 
however, not to say th at he had never 
«nca attended a cockfight or bet on a 
horse race! 
His means were doubtless very slen­ 
der at that time and for long after, as 
old man Andrew” had left but little 
*t his death, and there is a tradition, 
though 
unfounded, th a t 
for aw hile 
Andy supported him self by teaching an 
old field school.

IV. 
AS PUBLIC PROSECUTOR. 
The city of N ashville was founded 
only eight years before the arrival there, 
in the year 1788, of young Andrew 
Jackson, the newly appointed solicitor 
or public prosecutor. 
This gentlem an 
had completed his legal studies aud was 
now ready to try conclusions w ith the 
world. A natural leader of men, brave 
even to rashness, bis wildwoods educa­ 
tion had equipped him for this very 
post, which was adm ittedly one of re­ 
sponsibility and even danger, requiring 
in its incumbent a man of nerve and 
courage. 
As there were only about 5, OOO set­ 
tlers along the Cum berland at that tim e 
ana as the entire region was m iestea 
w ith hostile Indians, it was absolutely 
unsafe to ‘‘live more than five m iles 
from the central stockade.” 
Nashville 
w as still an outpost of civilization. The 
pioneer and original settler, Colonel 
John Donelson, 
had been murdered 
w hile surveying a field adjacent to the 
blockhouse in which his widow now 
lived. And as so m any settlers had fall­ 
en in encounters w ith the Indians and 
fighting men were scarce Mrs. Donel­ 
son was very glad to receive as a board­ 
er the sm art young solicitor from the 
adjacent state. On his part he was also 
delighted to find comfortable quarters 
at the best blockhouse in the settlem ent 
and not, at all abashed at the presence 
there of the w idow 's buxom and spright­ 
ly daughter, Rachel, m arried to one 
Lew is Robards of Kentucky, who, by 
the way, soon became most insanely 
jealous of the new arrival’s attentions 
to his wife. 
The new solicitor’s coming seems to 
have ‘‘filled a long felt w ant,” at least 
in the m inds of the creditor portion of 
the community, and he was im m ediate­ 
ly overwhelmed w ith business, issuing, 
it is said on good authority, more than 
70 w rits the very first month. Although 
a town young in point of years, Nash­ 
ville could boast of a courthouse built 
in 1783, which was, according to the 
specifications in the builder’s contract 
44 Ic ijo ! square, w ith a shaoe of I f feet 
on one side the length of the house, said 
house to be furnished w ith the neces­ 
sary beach**, bar. tabla stet, for th© 


TIR8T COURTHOUSE IN JONESBORO, WHERE 
JACKSON PRACTICED. 
W ith our prim itive settlers of tho west 
the first atteution after their rude cab­ 
ins or blockhouses were erected was to 
erect a courthouse, jail and church, 
named in order of precedence. 
The first record of Solicitor Jackson's 
official business is to the effect th at he 
attended court in Sum ner county, near 
the K entucky border, at a day’s ride 
from 4*Nashborough. ” As the county 
records affirm, 4'Jan . 12, 1789, Andrew 
Jackson, Esq., produced his lioense as 
an attorney at law in coart and took 
the oath required by law. ” At the A pril 
sessions of the court of bis home coun­ 
ty he had 42 out of the 192 cases; three 
years later he was counsel in 72 out of 
155 a t the April term , 60 out of 135 in 
Ju ly and in 61 out of 182 in October. 
These cases were mostly of a trivial char­ 
acter and m ainly for assault, as w itness: 
* * * ‘‘ Whereas, in an Affray th at 
happened on the 2d of Sept., 1793, be­ 
tween W m. Pillows and Abram Denton, 
in fighting, the sd Pillow s b it off the 
u ppereendof Denton's rig h t year; upon 
w hich sd Pillows come into Court to­ 
gether w ith Abram bouton, aud the sd 
Pillow s openly declared th at he bit off 
his year aforesaid, w ithout any inten­ 
tion of injuring sd D enton.” 
♦ * * "A ndw . 
W ickerham , 
being 
sworn, sayth yt he saw Wm. Ham ilton 
go to turn ye d e ft out of his house, on 
which ye sd deft, resisted; & they laid 
holt on one another and fell, ye pltff. 
uppermost, and when they were parted 
he saw y t ye sd. p ltff’s nose was bit; 
but saw no blows pass. ” 
* * * 441, John Irw in, of m y free w ill 
and accord do hear by acknowledge and 
certify the raskelly and Scandoullous 
Report th at I have Raised and Reported 
concerning Miss Polly M cFadden 
is 
fanlse and Groundles, and th at I had no 
Right, Reason or Cause to believe tho 
Same. ” 
The condition of the courthouse was 
about as dilapidated as the clerk's Eng­ 
lish, as may be inferred from an order, 
on com plaint of one of the lawyers, that 
“ David Hay repair the court house by 
m aking tw o doors, well fixed and hung, 
w ith 8 window shutters, well hung, 
and the house well chinked (it was of J 
logs, chinked w ith 
clay), 
sweeped, 
washed and cleansed aud the benches 
repaired. ” 
We m ay at least infer from these 
prim itive contemporary records that no 
vast am ount of legal lore was necessary 
for practice before this court. 
The exi­ 
gencies of the law ut th at tim e seemed 
to require a man more ready w ith his 
fists or pistol than a m ind well stored j 
w ith points or precedents, as w ill soon 
appear in the career of our young solic- I 
itor. 
H is practice compelled him to make 
many journeys through the forest cov- { 
ired wilderness, nearly alw ays attended j 
with danger. During the year 1791, for I 
instance, 14 whites were m urdered by j 
the Indians. 
The next year twice as 
m any were killed aud an entire family 
murdered aud scalped 
w ithin 
seven 
miles of Nashville. This intrepid back­ 
woodsman was often engaged in actual 
conflict w ith Indians before he was ap­ 
pointed to command the state m ilitia. 
Sometimes alone, bat oftener w ith com­ 
panions, he made long journeys through 
forests swarm ing with savages, forded 
swollen streams, slept on the ground, 
wrapped in his blanket, his rifle by his 
side. 
One of the founders of Nashville 
having been set upon and wounded by 
savages, Jackson organized a party tor 
pursuit, followed the Indians into a 
trackless swamp, overtook and put them 
to flight and returned w ith their arms. 
He and his party came near being 
killed on their first journey from North 
Carolina to Tennessee. 
The wilderness 
swarmed w ith hostile Indians, but the 
party, over IOO in num ber, felt quite 
secure and their sentinels fell asleep one 
lig h t as they were encamped in the 
v> wous. The others of h im 
. ...y slept, 
but not Andrew Jac l> -ii. \ *..* sat up 
by the campfire, sn.ok 
ins corncob 
pipe aud wide awake. 
Suddenly his 
alert ear was saluted by the hoot of an 
owl, a common forest strand enough, 
but he detected, lie thought, a false 
note. 
Awaking his lr ie lid, the future 
clerk of court, he w hispered: “ Searcy, 
listen! 
Tin. re I 
D o n t you think that 
hoot is a litih* too natural?" 
“ Do you think so?’* asked his com­ 
panion. 
“ I know it, " was the answer. “ Sear­ 
cy, there are Indians all around us, for 
I have heard them in every direction, 
and they mean to attack us before day­ 
light too. ” Acting upon his advice the 
party was aroused and started quietly 
off upon the trail. A num ber of hunters 
*<une **» the *4»?mdon«d cam ping place 
an hour later, lay down to 
there, 
and before dawn the savages were upon 
them and killed them all hut one.

Andrew Jackson’s character has now 
been sufficiently revealed to explain how 
it was this young man captured and 
held the affections of a rough, back­ 
woods people who valued courage above 
learning and intrepidity above mere 
culture. 
"H e may not have been much 
of a lawyer—the testimony shows that 
he was uot—but. he was a man for the 
people, their idol, their representative 
ty p e.” 
W ith a1) his law affairs, his hunting 
of savages, his gaining and cockfight­ 
ing, he still had a little tim e in w hich 
to make a tentative excursion into an ­ 
other aud forbidden field—not of Mars, 
but of Cupid. Lew is Robards, the hus­ 
band of Mrs. Douelson’s fascinating 
daughter, seemed to fancy th at he had 
good grounds for his jealousies, for, 
after having threatened to thrash A n­ 
drew Jackson for his obtrusive a tte n ­ 
tions to his wife, and having been in ­ 
formed that he would attem pt it a t the 
peril of his life, he made a declaration 
before the legislature of V irginia in 
tho w inter of 1790-1 to the effect th at 
the wife of his bosom had deserted him 
and was "now living in adultery w ith 
another, one Andrew Jackson, attorney 
a t law .” 
He was thereupon specially privileged 
to bring suit against his wife, and if 
the facts were found as alleged— " that 
she hath lived w ith another man since 
such desertion— the verdict shall be re­ 
corded, and, thereupon, the m arriage 
between tj>e said Lewis Robards and 
Rachel shall be totally dissolved.” 
Robards allowed the m atter to rest 
thus for nearly tw o years, for it was not 
u n til the m onth of September, 1798, 
th at he appeared in court w ith his a t­ 
torney, when, after having subm itted the 
ev idence, the court prom ptly declared: 
" T h a t the defendant, Rachel Robards, 
hath deserted the plaintiff, Lewis R o­ 
bards, and hath and doth still live in 
adultery w ith another man. It is th ere­ 
fore considered by the court th at the 
m arriage between the plaintiff and the 
defendant be dissolved. ” 
It was early in the year 1789 th at 
young Jackson w ent to live w ith Mrs. 
Done)(Kin, and the next spring th at Mrs. 
Robards left her husband and took ref­ 
uge w ith a m arried sister. 
The decree 
of the legislature passed the following 
w inter seems to have been taken for an 
annulm ent of the m arriage, iustead of 
m erely permission to bring suit fo r'd i­ 
vorce, which it actually was. 
A t all 
events the lovers acted upon this as­ 
sum ption and in the summer of 1791 
m ade a trip down the river to Natchez, 
w here they were m arried. 
From an 
affidavit by one who knew them in ti­ 
m ately, made in 1827, when Jackson 
was running for the presidency, it is 
shown that "th ey returned to N ashville 
and settled in its neighborhood, where 
they have lived ever since, beloved and 
esteemed by all classes.’’ 
When the 
m atter was revived in 1793 by the de­ 
cree of actual divorce, and it was shown 
th at they bud, 
though 
unw ittingly, 
Ii veil iu adultery, Jackson was urged to 
have another m arriage ceremony per* 
formed, which, though at first obstinate­ 
ly resisting, he finally did, in January, 
1794. 
W hatever may have been their in te r­ 
course bofore their m arriage and w h eth ­ 
er or not they w?ere married, as they 
claimed, at Natchez, in J 791, in the be­ 
lief th at there were no legal obstacles to 
their union it cannot be denied th at 
they really aud tru ly loved and th at 
theirs was a m utual affection which 
lasted until death, but the peculiar c ir­ 
cum stances attendant upon their co u rt­ 
ship aud the m ystery of their m arriage 
rendered the young husband extrem ely

I would desire that any cita­ 
tions I have made from history in my 
previous interview should be taken ab­ 
stractly. 
“ As to the present situation as devel-. 
_ 
oped, I do not think it so very grave I yOU C o n s id e r t h e p ric e s . 
today as it has been previously reported. 
At the same time I do not want to have 
it understood that I regard it lightly. 
“ I think the situation will become 
simplified when the position of my gov­ 
ernment becomes plain. The present 
difficulty has arisen because Germany, 
for reasons good to itself, has seen fit to 
seize Kiao Chou. This was brought about 
by the killing of two missionariea 
“ Now, while I cannot speak with 
absolute authority, I have no doubt that 
my government stands ready to make 
every reparation for any act of lawless 
ness on the part of the Chinese. 
There 
is no donbt that my government stands 
ready to make such amends to Germany 
as will be amply satisfactory. 
When 
this is done, there will be no need for the 
occupation of Kiao Chon, and matters 
will resume their usual course. It seems 
to me to be plain that if reparation and 
amends are made for any error commit­ 
ted by lawless persons the nation should 
uot be made to permanently suffer. 
“ When the position of China bocomes 
known to the world, I do not think any 
fault can be found with us. This trou­ 
ble comes up through the fact that 
many of our people are opposed to the 
missionaries that foreign people send to 
our shores. It is impossible for my gov­ 
ernment to watch every man, but wher-1 
ever any harm has been done full satis­ 
faction has always been given, and un­ 
der the cironmstances I cannot see what 
more can be desired of us. 
“ Wo do not invite these people to 
China, but when they are there my gov­ 
ernment protects them by extraordinary 
laws and permits them special privileges 
not enjoyed even by its own subjects. 
“ If extraordinary difficulties arise, it 
is not just that China should suffer. 
Her civilization is the oldest known, 
and at the same time she freely permits 
foreigners to exploit their ideas. 
“ What more can be done than to rec­ 
tify wrongs? I feel sure, therefore, that 
when the position of my government is 
made known it will be seen that Ger­ 
many has no cause for complaint. ” 
The secretary of the Japanese legation 
said a few nights ago: 
“ It is only frank to say that if a par­ 
tition of China has been determined 
upon by the European powers it is a 
very serious matter for Japan. It would 
be serious if such a movement was even 
contemplated. 
“ If a partition such as is outlined was 
made, Japan would be confronted with 
the four most 
powerful 
nations oi 
Europe at her very door. Such a contin­ 
gency undoubtedly would occupy Ja­ 
pan ’s close attention. 
“ Speaking in the most friendly spirit, 
it must be admitted that such occupa­ 
tion of parts of China would be a seri­ 
ous menace not only to our peace, but 
our very liberty. It would be almost 
impossible by the most scrupulous ob­ 
servance of treaties to obviate trouble 
with such a conjunction of nations. 
Clashing interests surely would embroil 
some one, and Japan certainly would be 
interested. 
“ When Russia, at the close of the 
last oriental war, advised Japan to evac­ 
uate the territory conquered by her arms 
on account of these very reasons, that 
advice was taken in a friendly spirit 
and acted upon. 
It does not seem that 
the conditions have changed to materi­ 
ally that four other nations should un­ 
dertake to bring about the same state of 
affairs by planting colonies on the coasts 
of China. 
. “ When the whole matter is carefully 
weighed, there is little doubt that good 
sense will commend itself to the Eu­ 
ropean cabinets, even if they have con­ 
templated any snch movements as the 
newspapers foreshadow. 
“ I do not think there is great serious­ 
ness in the matter for the reason that no 
advices have come from Japan. It is 
true that our ministry has changed, but 
that would make little difference with 
our foreign policy, because that depends 
upon our national programme, and it is 
almost as difficult to bring about a 
change in that as in an organic law of 
the United States.”

HORSES IN HISTORY. 


SOME OF THE NOBLE STEEDS THAT 
HAVE ACHIEVED FAME. 


TD* VMV Foot** Frtond For Whom

It i» hard to say with any near ap­ 
proach to accuracy how long tho horse 
•has been a domesticated animal. 
We 
yen only say that he has been so from 
time immemorial—that is, from the 
earliest times of which we bare any 
record*. The Assyrian sculptures—and 
they are about the most ancient of which 
we know anything, for some of them 
are estimated to date from 4200 B. G. — 
contain more representations of capari­ 
soned horses than even men. Still, we 
do not get any examples of favorite 
hones until a long time after thin 
Bren the first examples, indeed, are 
only legendary, for, though then is no 
doubt that Hector of Troy existed, it is 
not improbable that Homer invented 
the names of his three favorite bones, 
Podorge, the cream colored Oalatbe and 
i the fiery Rtbon. Bot the horse of Alex­ 
ander the Great, Bucephalus, is an indi­ 
vidual as historically real as hie master. 
This famous horse was, says Plutarch, 
offend to Philip for 18 talents (about 
£2,618), but he displayed so much vi­ 
ciousness that Alexander’s father was 
about to send him away when the 
young prince offered to tame him. He 
agreed, in the event of failure, to for­ 
feit the price of the horse and began by 
turning his head to the sun, as he ob­ 
served that the horse was frightened at 
his own shadow. In the end he com­ 
pletely tamed him—so completely, in­ 
deed, that Bucephalus, though he would 
permit nobody except Alexander to 
mount him, always knelt down for that 
purpose to his master. He died at the 
age of 80, and his master built as his 
mausoleum the city of Encephala. 
Headers of Macaulay will remember 
the famous black Auster, the horse of 
Mcrminius, and the dark gray charger 
of Mantillas, whose sudden appearance 
in the city of Tusculum without his 
master brought the news of the defeat 
of the allies at Lake Regulus. Connect­ 
ed with that battle, too, were the horses 
of the great “ twin brethren, " ( ’astor 
and Pollux, coal black, with white legs 
and tails. Bot those are legendary. Not 
no, however, the well known horse of 
Oaligula, loci tutus. This animal had a 
stable of marble; bis stall was of ivory, 
his clothing of purple and his halters 
stiff with gems. He had a set of golden 
plates and was presented with a palace, 
furniture aud slaves complete, in order 
that guests invited in his name should 
be properly entertained. 
His diet was 
the most costly that could be imagined, 
the finest grapes that Asia could provide 
being reserved for him. Venin, auntlier 
Roman emperor about a century later, 
treated his horse almost as extravagant­ 
ly. He fed him with raisins aud almonds 
with his own bunds, and when he died 
erected a statue of gold to him. while 
all the dignitaries of the empire attend 
eel the funeral. 
As we come to later times, so we get 
more examples of favorite horses. Wil­ 
liam the Conqueror had one which lie 
rode at the tattle of Hustings, about 
which utmost everything seems to tie 
known except his name. 
He was of 
huge size aud was a present from King 
Alfonso of Spain—“ such a gift as a 
prince might give aud a prince receive. " ;

took place. 
About a century later we get the 
W an of the Roses, and in the many 
battles of that civil disturbance a coo 
pie of bones played important parts. 
These belonged to the gnat Earl of 
Warwick, the kingmaker. 
His first 
was Maleok, a beautiful gray, whioh 
ba rode at the battle of Tow ton. It was 
Ibis bone whose death turned the for­ 
tunes cf the battle, for Warwick, seeing 
that bis meu were giving ground, de 
liberately sprang from bis favorite horse 
ami biUsd him. Then his men knew 
that the kingmaker was prepared to 
conquer, fait not to fly. They rallied 
and finally won the battle. 
There were two horses belonging to 
highwaymen whioh were famous in 
their tim* One of them belonged to 
the celebrated knight of the road. Paul 
Clifford. He was called Robin and was 
Irish. In color iron gray, be was re- 
paled by judges af horseflesh — and 
there were some who were quite as com­ 
petent to give an opinion, if not more 
so, as any of the present day—to be ab­ 
solutely without blemish and to be sec­ 
ond to none. Another famous horse, or 
luther mare, was Black Besa Her own­ 
er, Dick Turpin, or, to give him his 
oorvect name, Nicks, committed a rob­ 
bery in London at 4 o'clock in the 
morning, and, fearing discovery, made 
far Gravesend, ferried across the river 
and appet* sd at \Ve bowling green in 
Vork the game evening 


CIVIL SERVICE DEBATE ENDED.

W ashington, Jan. 12.—The civil ser­ 
vice debate which wus inaugurf^ed in 
the house a week ago has ended. It 
opened with a row, but ended very 
tamely. There was not even a vote on 
the appropriation in the legislative, ex­ 
ecutive and judicial appropriation bill 
for the commission, upon which the bill 
was predicated. The Republicans who 
are asking to modify or repeal the law 
derided to let the debate come to a close, 
but it required the casting vote of the 
speaker to accomplish this. There an* 
conflicting statements as to the situa­ 
tion in which the future conduct of the 
war against the civil service law is left. 
All the Republican opponents of the law 
agree that the fight is to be kept up, aud 
it is positively stabd bv Mr. Pearson, 
Republican, of North Carolina, that as­ 
surances have been received from those 
in authority in the house that an oppor­ 
tunity will be given in the future tor 
the consideration of a bill to modify the 
law. But from other sources the state­ 
ment cannot be confirmed. 
The debate was quite dull until the 
('losing hoar, when Mr. Simpson, the 
Kansas Populist, enlivened it with some 
reference to the Ohio senatorial election. 
Mr. Bailey, the Democratic leader, made 
a clear statement of the minority posi­ 
tion, which indicates that the minority 
will vote to repeal, but not to modify 
the law. The principal speech of the 
day was made by Mr. Burtons, chair­ 
man of the civil service commission,who 
defended the law in a two-hour speech.

THE CHINESE CRISIS. 


Ll HUNG CHANG’S STATEMENT OF 
HER CASE.

According to instructions received 
from The Herald, an interview was re 
liuested with Ll Hung Chang, inform­ 
ing him that the New \fork Herald of­ 
fered the publicity of its columns for 
any statement that Cbiua desired to 
make to the western world iu respect 
to the actual crisis in the east. 
His excellency a views are given here 
with in the following interview, which 
he has approved; 
“ The forcible occupation of Kiao 
Chou by Germany is a direct violation 
of existing treaties and of international 
law. 
"The pretext made tor this act of 
war was the murder of two mission 
aries by robbers in the interior of the 
province of t-hungtuug. The Chinese 
government offered immediate aud full 
redress for this outrage— punishment 
of the criminals, dismissal of the local 
officials and large compensation for all 
losses. 
“ Anxious to avoid hostile acta, the 
Chinese troops were withdrawn from 
Kiao Chou when the Germans landed, 
and iii spite of strong public feeling 
prevailing throughout the country for 
the defenae of Chinese territory against 
aggression my government baa not se ut 
re -enforcements to Kiao Chou 
“ Outlaws exist in China, as in all 
countries. Neither treaties, law nor re­ 
ligion can entirely suppress crime any­ 
where iu the world, though they con­ 
demn and punish the criminals. There 
are places in every country where law­ 
lessness abounds, and to such a place in 
Shangtung the German missionaries de­ 
termined to go, knowing that the in­ 
habitants themselves were often victims 
of these bandits. 
“ Unfortunately Cbiua has not yet 
recovered from tbs effects of the late 
war, and our country requires a period 
of peace to carry out the work of re­ 
form lately begun. 
“ Of late years, from instruction and 
observation, the Chinese have come to 
regard the countries of the western 
world as models and even greater in 
justice than in arms. 
“ la it just to oppress us while we arc 
struggling to emerge from then hi .nut b 
of our ancient civilization, while im­ 
provement and progress steadily " ii 
tin se? Should China be distr- ^ 
by 
having her shores invaded and her ter­ 


ritory occupied because of an occurrence 
which western countries would deal 
with by law aud not by war—an unex­ 
pected incident, deplored by my govern­ 
ment and followed by full redress? 
"Our desire is to preserve our terri­ 
tory intact aud to steadily improve it as 
a field open to all countries equally for 
the development of commerce.” 
The above interview with Ll Hung 
Chang was listened to with close atten­ 
tion by Minister Wu-Tiug-Faug, tho 
diplomatic representative of Cbiua in 
Washington, when it was r*>ad to him 
a few nights ago at his legation. Minis­ 
ter Wu has always admired the great 
Chinese statesman aud considers his 
words of g n at weight. In discussing Li 
Hung Chang's words he said: 
“ lf the statements attributed to Li 
Hung Chang ure true, then the opinion 
expressed by him is what might be ex­ 
pected from a man of bis experience aud 
high position. I do not believe there 
will be any complete dismemberment of 
China. I think the controversy between 
Germany and China will be amicably 
settled.

"Ladders, when you find them ban­ 
dy,” said the retired burglar, "may 
went like a very convenient way of get­ 
ting into open »eeond story window's, 
but after twro experiences that I had 
with them I gave them op and stock tc 
the old fashioned way of doors and cel­ 
lar windows. 
"In a suburban town that I visited 
once I found ’em painting a Queen Anne 
boose in the rainbow style that they 
osed to paint houses in, and that, I sup­ 
pose, they paint 'em in still to some ex­ 
tent. The men had ladders ap, no stage, 
and I noticed that at the close of the 
day one of them was painting near a 
window, and I wondered if he'd leave 
his ladder there when be stopped work 
at night I sauntered around that way 
after dark, and there it was, and it was 
summer, and the window was wide 
open. Most folks in the country, when 
their houses are being painted, are apt 
to be a little skittish about the ladders, 
and if. cue should be left like this one 
they'd be pretty sure to close the win­ 
dow near it and lock it, but these folks 
didq’t appear to be disturbed, and as far 
as my getting into the house was con­ 
cerned it was just about as easy for me 
to walk up that Udder and step off 
through the window as it would have 
leon to walk in at the front door with 
it unlocked. 
"Later, about 2 o’clock the next 
morning, I went up that ladder and in 
at the window without the slightest 
trouble, and there was nobody sleeping | 
in that room. It was all just as easy as 
it could be. I poked around the house 
and gathered up what stuff th«re was 
worth carrying off and went back to 
that room and the open window and 
down the ladder and off. 
"A month after that, as I was walk­ 
ing across the platform of a station on 
the same road that the other town was 
ou to take a train, there was a man 
laid his baud on my arni and says, 
'Now, don’t make a fuss about it, and 
it’ll be a good deal easier all around.' 
And I recognized in him the detective 
of the road, a man that I knew meant 
business, and I went along with him. 
"Being a man of brains, he had gone 
up to the honan where the robbery was 
as soon as he had heard of it, which 
was the day ofter. There he had put 
himself in the burglar’s place and fol­ 
lowed in his footsteps as near as he 
could. He had bad the ladder placed in 
Just the same positibn, and he bad gone 
up that and stepped off into the win­ 
dow aud followed over his track inside 
the house as close as he could guess at 
it, and then he’d come bark to the win­ 
dow and got out on to the ladder, and so 
down to the ground. 
"The ladder went up on the right 
hand side of this window, and while it 
was easy enough to reach it, still it 
wus quite a little step from the sill to 
the ladder, aud he noticed that when 
he had got his foot on the ladder he 
swung back a little toward the bouse, 
so that his elbow just touched it in the 
augle between the window frame aud 
the clapboards. 
He gave a little push 
ou that elbow naturally and threw him­ 
self out again on to the ladder. Then 
he stopped and looked at the spot where 
his elbow bad touched. The paint was 
dry and there was no mark, bot he call­ 
ed up the painters aud learned that on 
the morning before—that was the morn­ 
ing after the bonne had been robbed— 
the paint at that place, on the cupboard 
by the window frame, and on the frame 
itself had been smudged a little, aud 
they'd touched it over. That was all 
tim detective wanted to know.

But I’d got to go all the 
same, aud I let go and dropped. I »aw 
tho ladder as I was gnfog down at the 
next window. I'd got out the wrong 
window. I turned half over going down, 
stinek on my loft Milt and broke my arm. 
"I got away that time, but I was laid 
Dp for six weeks, and after that I didn’t 
fool any more with ladders. "■—-New 
York tfr.u.

Bot he did not again 
take the field during the Revolutionary 
war, for Lord Cornwallis surrendered 
Et October of 1781, before he had moor- 
end his health, and hoatilitiea had in a 
Bcasure ceased. 
It was a constant grief to him that 
he could not discover the last resting 
pl** of his devoted mother, who was 
hailed in an open plain near Charleston, 
even though, many years after, be un­ 
dertook a search for her mated dust 
fhte seems to have marked him aa the 
solitary representative of his family in 
America, for not one remained alive, 
sad all signs of their burial places even 
are obliterated. 
Though Charleston was held by the 
British for 14 months after the surren­ 
der of Cornwallis, still the Waxhaw 
wttlement was comparatively peaceful 
and the people resumed their interrupt­ 
ed vocations. Andy was in very low 
spirits for many months after the death 
A his mother, the smallpox through 
which she had nursed him being fol­ 
lowed by fever aud ague, but his mer­ 
curial temperament bore him through 
these successive shocks, and as he re­ 
covered his health it is said that he be­ 
taine the liveliest youth in the place. 
Un the evacuation of Charleston he 
Jocoiupaiiicd M ime of the home seeking 
refugees to that city, aud plunged into 
wild dissipation. The passion for cock- 
hghtiiig and horse racing, which clung 
to him through life, was thus early de­ 
veloped. He drunk and gambled, and it 
it related that he became so reduced as 
to have remaining only the beautiful 
horse which be had ridden to Charles­ 
ton. As a final venture he staked this 
horse against the sum of $200, aud won. 
With the money thus obtained he has­ 
tened home, *adder aud wiser, as he 
himself once said, “ Being successful, I 
had thus new spirits infused into me, 
♦eft the table and from that moment to 
the present time I have never thrown 
•ha for a wager.’’ He was careful, 
however, not to say that he had never 
nae* attended a cocklight or bet on a 
howe race I 
His means were doubtless very slen­ 
der at that time and for long after, as 
old man Andrew” had left bot little 
si his death, and there is a tradition, 
though unfounded, that for awhile 
Andy supported himself by teaching an 
old field school. Cue thing is certain, 
sud that is that some time in the year 
1784 he turned his back upon tho Wax­ 
haw* and set out for Salisbury, N. C., 
*h«Te he entered the law office of one 
tyruoe McCay and for tw a years there­ 
after made a pretense of being absorbed 
ut legal studies. 
“The schools,” says the best of Jack- 
« biographers, “ contributed little to 
J** equipment of this eager boy for the 
*ttle of life. He derived much from 
hon^t, pure people among whom be

J wa* strong within him always. He

He always would 
say ” development,” with strong stress 
on the “ ope. ” One day, when he was 
discussing the leasing of the Cumber­ 
land ferry to a citizen of Nashville for 
a large turn, his interlocutor said, 
"W hy, thutis enough to pay the fer­ 
riage of all of us across the Styx.” 
“ Sticks?” rejoined Jackson. ” 1 want

Of the Salisbury survivors, when the 
most complete biography of Jackson 
was written, fib years ago, there were 
two old ladies, of a decayed but respect­ 
able family, whose father in his youth 
used to go off with Andy on bis sprees. 
One of their reminiscences, as related 
to them by their mother, was to the 
effect that the embryo lawyer once 
scandalised the good folk of Salisbury 
by inviting his mistress to a subscrip­ 
tion ball, and the lax condition of the 
times is well illustrated by the fact 
that he was excused on the grounds

that he humbly apologized and that he 
“ only did it for a joke. ” When he was 
nominated for the presidency, 40 years 
later, one of these same old ladies 
shrieked: “ What! Jackson up for pres­ 
ident? Jackson—Andrew Jackson! The 
same Jackson that used to live in Salis­ 
bury! Why, when he was here he was 
such a Hike that my father would not 
bring him into the house. It is true, he 
might have taken him out to the stable 
to w eigh horses for a race or take a 
drink of whisky with him there, but— 
Well, if Andy Jackson can be president 
of these United States, then anybody 
EUi !*’ 
There was once extant, it is said, a 
leaf from the tavern account book in 
which there were numerous items of 
pints, quarts aud gallons of whisky, 
charged up to Andrew Jackson, offset 
by certain sums of money won by bim 
from the landlord at cards and horse 
racing. 


IV. 
AS PUBLIC PROSECUTOR. 
The city of Nashville was founded 
only eight years before the arrival there, 
in the year 1788, of young Andrew 
Jackson, the newly appointed solicitor 
or public prosecutor. This gentleman 
had completed his legal studies aud was 
now ready to try conclusions with the 
world. A natural leader of men, brave 
even to rashness, his wildwoods educa­ 
tion had equipped him for this very 
post, which was admittedly one of re­ 
sponsibility and even danger, requiring 
in its incumbent a man of nerve and 
oourage. 
As there were only about 6,000 set­ 
tlers along the Cumberland at that time 
i and as the entire region was inieetea 
with hostile Indians, it was absolutely 
unsafe to “ live more than five miles 
from the oeutral stockade. ” 
Nashville 
was still an outpost of civilization. The 
pioneer and original settler, Colonel 
John lXjttelson, had been murdered 
while server lug a field adjacent to the 
blockhouse in which his widow now 
lived. And aa so many settlers had fall­ 
en in encounters with the Indians and 
fighting men were scarce Mrs. Dooel- 
aon was very glad to receive as a board­ 
er the smart young solicitor from the 
adjacent state. On his part he was also 
delighted to find comfortable quarters 
at the best blockhouse in the settlement 
and not at all abashed at Hie presence 
there of the widow s buxom and spright­ 
ly daughter, Rachel, married to one 
Lewis Robards of Kentucky, who, by 
the way, sex rn became most insanely 
jealous of the new arrival • attentions 
to bis wife. 
The new solicitor s coming seems to 
have “ filled a long felt want,’ 
in the minds of the creditor portion of 
the community, and he was immediate­ 
ly overwhelmed with business, issuing, 
it is said on good authority, more than 
70 writs the very first month. Although 
a town young in point af years, ******* 
Ville could boast of a courthouse built 
in 1783, which was. according to the 
ficftiofli in the builder’s contract, 
“ I b w J j X i * win. * 
of I* t o r 
on one side th© length of the bouse, sal 
house to be furnished with the 
m n bombe* bur. tabla eta. «* 


With our primitive settlers of the west 
the first atteution after their rude cab­ 
ins or blockhouses were erected was to 
erect a courthouse, jail and church, 
named in order of precedence. 
The first record of Solicitor Jackson’s 
official business is to the effect that he 
attended court in Sumner county, near 
the Kentucky border, at a day’s ride 
from “ Nashborough." Aa the county 
records affirm, "Jan. 12, 1789, Andrew 
Jackson, Esq., produced his license as 
sn attorney at law in court and took 
the oath required by law. ” At the April 
sessions of the court of his home coun­ 
ty he had 49 out of the 199 cases; three 
years later he was counsel in 79 out af 
166 at the April term, 60 out o f 186 in 
July and in 61 out of 189 in October. 
Theee cases were mostly af a trivial char­ 
acter and mainly for assault, as witness: 
• • • “ Whereas, in an Affray that 
happened on the 2d of Sept., 1798, be­ 
tween Wm. Pillows and Abram Denton, 
in fighting, the sd Pillows bit off the 
upper ©end of Denton’s right year; upon 
which sd Pillows come into Court to­ 
gether with Abram Denton, and the sd 
Pillows openly declared that he bit off 
his year aforesaid, without any inten­ 
tion of injuring sd Denton.'* 
• • • “ Andw. 
Wickerham, 
being 
■worn, sayth yt be saw Wm. Hamilton 
go to turn ye deft. out of his bouse, on 
which ye sd deft, resisted; St they laid 
holt on one another and fell, ye pltff. 
uppermost, and when they were parted 
he saw yt ye sd. pltff's nose was bit; 
but saw no blows pass. ” 
• • • “ I. John Irwin, of my free will 
and accord do hcarby acknowledge and 
certify the raskelly and Scandonllous 
Report that I have Raised and Reported 
I concerning Miss Polly McFadden 
is 
fanlse aud Oro mid I es, and that I had no 
Right, Reason or Canso to believe the 
Same." 
The condition of the courthouse was 
about as dilapidated as the clerk’s Eng­ 
lish, as may be inferred from an order, 
on complaint of one of the lawyers, that 
“ David Hay repair the court house by 
making two doors, well fixed and hung, 
with 3 window shutters, well hung, 
aud the house well chinked (it was of 
logs, chinked with clay), 
sweeped, 
washed and cleansed aud the benches 
repaired.” 
We may at least infer from these 
primitive ooutenijxirary records that no 
vast amount of legal lore was necessary 
for practice before this coart. 
The exi­ 
gencies of the law at that time seemed 
to require a mun more ready with his 
fists or pistol than a mind well stored 
with points or precedents, as will soon 
appear in the career of our young solic­ 
itor. 
His practice compelled him to make 
many journeys through the forest oov- 
ired wilderness, nearly always attended 
with danger. During the year 1791, for 
instance, 14 whites were murdered by 
the Indians. The next year twice as 
many were killed aud an entire family , 
murdered aud Mal ped within seven 
miles of Nashville. This intrepid back­ 
woodsman was often engaged in actual 
conflict with Indians before he was ap­ 
pointed to command the state militia. 
Sometime* alone, but oftener with coin- i 
panions, be made long journeys through 
forests swarming with savages, forded ! 
swollen streams, slept on the ground, 
wrapped in his blanket, his rifle by his 
side. One of the founders of Nashville 
having been set upon and wounded by 
savages. Jackson organised a party for 
pursuit, followed the Indians into a 
trackless swamp, overtook and pot them 
to flight and returned with their anna 
He and his party came near being 
killed on their first journey from North 
Caroline to Tennessee. The wilderneee 
•warmed with hostile Indians, but the 
party, over IOO in number, felt quite 
lecture and their sentinels fell asleep one 
light as they were encamped in the 
Theothere of he*. 
. .**y slept, 
but not Andrew Jut I.* ii. \ no sat up 
by the campfire, amok jg lux corncob 
pipe and wide awake. 
Suddenly bis 
alert ear wa* saluted by the hoot of an 
owl, a common forest M aud enough, 
but he detected, lie (bought, a false 
note. Awaking hie friend, the future 
clerk of ccm I, In* whispered: “ Searcy, 
listen ! 
Ta. iv! It a. I you think that 
boot is a little too natural? 
“ Do you think *>uY u*k«*d his com­ 
panion. 
“ I know it,” was theausWMT. “ Sear­ 
cy, there are Indians all around us, for 
I have heard them in every direction, 
aud they mean to attack us before day­ 
light too. ” Acting upon his advice the 
party was aroused and started quietly

and before dawn the savages w en upon 
them and Killed them all to t SM* 


THK LAWTER IN LOVE. 
Andrew Jackson’s character has now 
been sufficiently revealed to explain how 
it was this young man captured and 
beld the affectious of a rough, back­ 
woods people who valued courage above 
learning and intrepidity above mew 
culture. “ He may not have been much 
of a lawyer—the testimony shows that 
he was not—but he was a man for the 
people, their idol, their representative 
type.” 
With all his law affairs, his hunting 
of savages, his gaming and cockfight­ 
ing, he still had a little time in which 
to make a tentative excursion into an­ 
other and forbidden field—not of Mars, 
but of Cupid. Lewis Robards, the hus­ 
band of Mrs. Donelaon’a fascinating 
daughter, seemed to fancy that he had 
good grounds for his jealousies, for, 
after having threatened to thrash An­ 
drew Jackson for his obtrusive atten­ 
tions to his wife, and having been in­ 
formed that he would attempt it at the 
peril of his life, he made a declaration 
before the legislature of Virginia in 
the winter of 1790-1 to the effect that 
the wife of his bosom had deserted him 
and was “ now living in adultery with 
another, one Andrew Jackson, attorns? 
at law.” 
He was thereupon specially privileged 
to bring suit against his wife, and if 
the facts were found as alleged—“ that 
she hath lived with another man since 
such desertion—the verdict shall be re­ 
corded, and, thereupon, the marriage 
between t^e Mid Lewis Robards and 
Rachel shall be totally dissolved." 
Robards allowed the matter to rest 
thus for nearly two years, for it was not 
until the month of September, 1798, 
that he appeared in court with his at­ 
torney, when, after having submitted the 
evidence, the oonrt promptly declared: 
“ That the defendant, Rachel Robards, 
bath deserted the plaintiff, Lewis Ro­ 
bards, and hath and doth still live in 
adnltory with another man. It is there­ 
fore considered by the court that the 
marriage between the plaintiff and the 
defendant be dissolved. “ 
It w a s early in the year 1789 that 
young Jackson went to live with Mrs. 
Done I son, and the next spring that Mrs. 
Robards left her husband and took ref­ 
uge with a married sister. The decree 
of the legislature passed the following 
winter seems to have been taken for an 
annulment of the marriage, in*teed of 
merely permission to bring suit for'di­ 
vorce, which it actually was. At all 
events the lovers acted upon this as­ 
sumption and in the summer of 1791 
made a trip down the river to Natchez, 
where they were married. 
From an 
affidavit by one who knew them inti­ 
mately, made in 1897, when Jackson 
was running for the presidency, it is 
shown that “ they returned to Nashville 
and settled in its neighborhood, where 
they have lived ever Mince, beloved und 
esteemed by all classes.” When the 
matter was revived in 1793 by the de­ 
cree of uctual divorce, and it was shown 
that they had, though 
unwittingly, 
lived iu adultery, Jackson was urged to 
have another marriage ceremony per­ 
formed, which, though ut first obstinate­ 
ly resisting, he filmily did, in January, 
1794. 
Whatever may have been their inter­ 
course before their marriage aud wheth­ 
er or not they were married, as they 
claimed, at Natchez, in 1791, in the be­ 
lief that there were no legal obstacles to 
their union, it cannot be denied that 
they really aud truly loved and that 
theirs was a mutual affection which 
lusted until deuth, but the peculiar cir­ 
cumstances attendant upon their court­ 
ship and the mystery of their marriage 
rendered the yonng husband extremely

" I desire to make it plain that in 
what I have said previously and what I 
may say open the situation in the east 
I do not desire that my remarks should 
be construed as unfriendly to any other 
nation. I would desire that any cita­ 
tions I have made from history in my 
previous interview should be token ab­ 
stractly. 
"As to the present situation as devel­ 
oped, I do not think It so vey grays 
today as It bes been previously reported. 
At the same time I do not want to have 
it understood that I regard it lightly. 
" I think the situation will become 
simplified when the position of my gov­ 
ernment becomes plain. The present 
difficulty has arisen because Germany, 
for reasons good to itself, has seen fit to 
seise Kilo Chou. This was brought about 
by the killing of two missionaries. 
"Now, while I cannot speak with 
absolute authority, I have no doubt that 
my government stands ready to make 
every reparation for any act of lawless 
ness on the part of the Chinese. There 
is no doubt that my government stand* 
ready to make such amends to Germany 
as will be amply satisfactory. When 
this is done, there will be no need for the 
occupation of Kiao Chou, and matters 
will resume their usual course. It seems 
to modo be plain that if reparation and 
amends are made for any error commit­ 
ted by lawless persona the nation should 
not be made to permanently suffer. 
" When the position of China becomes 
known to the world, I do not think any 
fault oan be found with na This trou­ 
ble comes up through the fact that 
many of our people ere oppoeed to the 
missionaries that foreign people send to 
our shores. It is impossible tor my gov­ 
ernment to watch every man, but wher­ 
ever any harm bas been done full satin 
faction has always been given, and un 
der the circumstances I cannot see what 
more can be desired of na 
"We do not invite these people to 
China, but when they are there my gov­ 
ernment protects them by extraordinary 
laws and permits them special privileges 
not enjoyed even by its own subjecta 
" lf extraordinary difficulties arise, it 
is not just that China should suffer 
Her civilization is ths oldest known, 
aud at the same time she freely permits 
foreigners to exploit their ideaa 
"W hat more can be done than to rec­ 
tify wrongs? I feel sure, therefore, that 
when the position of my government is 
made known it will be seen that Ger 
many has no cause for complaint." 
The secretary of the Japanese legation 
said a few nights ago: 
"It is only frank to say that if a par 
titiou of China has been determined 
upon by the European powers it is a 
very serious matter for Japan. It would 
bt* serious if such a movement was even 
contemplated. 
"lf a partition such as is outlined was 
made, Japan would be confronted with 
the four most powerful natious of 
Europe at her very door. Hucb a contin­ 
gency undoubtedly would occupy Ja 
pun’s dose attention. 
"Speaking in the most friendly spirit, 
it must he adm itted that such occupa 
ti*>u of parts of Chiua would be a seri­ 
ous menace not only to our peace, bur 
our very liberty. It would be almost 
impossible by the most scrupulous ob 
Horvuuce of treaties to obviate trouble 
with such a conjunction of natious. 
Clashing interests surely would embroil 
some one, aud Japan certainly would be 
interested. 
"When Russia, at the close of the 
last oriental war, advised Japan to evac 
Date the territory conquered by ber arms 
on account of these very reasons, that 
advioe was taken in a friendly spirit 
aud acted upon. It does not seem that 
the conditions have changed so materi­ 
ally that four other nations should un­ 
dertake to bring about the same state of 
affairs by plauting colonies on the coast* 
of China. 
"When the whole matter is oarefully 
weighed, there is little donbt that good 
sense will commend itself to the Eu­ 
ropean cabinet!, even if they have con­ 
templated any such movements as the 
newspapers foreshadow. 
" I do not think there is great serious­ 
ness in the matter for the reason that no 
advices have come from Japan. It is 
true that our ministry has changed, but 
that would make little difference with 
our foreign policy, because that depends 
upon oar uutionai programme, and it is 
almost as difficult to bring about a 
change in that as in an organic law of 
the United States. "
